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Librarian's  Report 

1915-1916 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  met  with  a 
great  loss  in  the  death  of  our  esteemed  and  beloved 
librarian,  the  late  John  A.  Hinkley.  He  was  possessed 
of  fine  critical  literary  ability  and  during  the  time  he 
was  associated  with  the  library  took  great  pleasure  in 
contributing  to  the  needs  of  education  and  the  reading 
public. 

Mr.  Hinkley  loved  his  profession,  was  faithful  and 
painstaking  in  every  duty  connected  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  library. 

His  familiar  face  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all 
those  who  knew  and  respected  him.  A  life  of  useful- 
ness has  heard  the  Master's  "Well  done,  good  and  faith- 
ful servant,  enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

From  February  1,  1915  to  January  31,  1916  in- 
clusive the  library  was  open  243  afternoons  and  47  Sat- 
urday evenings.  The  library  was  closed  two  weeks  in 
August  in  order  to  take  the  annual  inventory.  We  also 
closed  our  doors  from  December  15th  to  18th,  out  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  our  librarian,  the  late  J.  A. 
Hinkley. 

Total  number  of  books  accessioned  during  the 
year  is  402 ;  of  which  239  were  obtained  by  purchase ; 
23  by  binding ;  95  by  gift ;  44  by  deposit  and  1  by  ex- 
change. The  accession  book  to  date  contains  record  of 
9,091  volumes. 

Thirty-seven  books  have  been  withdrawn  from 
circulation  and  12  books  are  missing. 
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We  have  sent  to  Branch  libraries  as  follows :  to 
Little  Falls  164  books  and  a  state  traveling  library  of 
50  volumes;  to  North  Street  Ladies'  Aid,  57  books;  to 
North  Gorham,  130  books  and  a  state  library  of  50 
volumes ;  to  White  Rock  Grange,  95  books.

RKPORT  OK  TIIK 

Superintending  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Gorham : 

We  beg  to  report  that  the  school  property  of  Gor- 
ham has  been  maintained  in  a  condition  which 
compares  very  favorably  with  that  of  the  average 
New  England  town.  We  are  from  year  to  year  im- 
proving the  several  school  buildings,  beautifying  their 
surroundings  and  installing  modern  paraphernalia  to 
assist  in  perfecting  the  courses  taught.  Much  money 
is  required  to  carry  out  this  work,  and  as  our  means 
are  limited  we  endeavor  to  make  some  permanent 
repairs  on  a  certain  number  of  school  buildings  each 
year. 

The  tower  of  the  high  school,  which  was  found  to 
be  badly  out  of  repair,  has  been  thoroughly  renovated, 
and  while  the  work  was  necessarily  expensive,  it  has 
been  put  in  a  condition  which  will  demand  no  attention 
for  several  years. 

The  Wescott  school  which  was  sadly  in  need  of 
repairs  has  been  practically  remodeled.  A  new  hard 
wood  floor  has  been  laid,  the  walls  and  ceiling  tinted 
and  whitened,  the  interior  newly  painted,  new  seats 
and  slate  blackboards  installed,  and  several  minor  im- 
provements made,  so  that  this  building  compares  well 
with  any  of  our  rural  schools. 

The  roof  of  the  Longfellow  school  has  been  newly 
shingled  and  a  few  needed  repairs  made  upon  its  in- 
terior.   This  school  is  in  an  exceedingly  prosperous 
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condition  and  has  shown  a  remarkable  growth  during 
the  past  few  years.  Both  parents  and  pupils  are 
thoroughly  interested.  We  would  recommend  that  its 
accommodations  be  enlarged  and  a  suitable  building 
erected  for  the  storage  of  fuel  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Frederick  Robie  school  building  has  caused 
your  committee  no  little  annoyance  during  the  past 
year.  This  building,  situated  just  outside  the  village 
of  Little  Falls,  has  been  frequently  visited  by  persons 
who  having  broken  into  it,  committed  nuisances,  and 
materially  damaged  its  interior.  Windows  have  been 
broken,  seats  defaced,  books  thrown  about  and  de- 
stroyed, and  the  piano  practically  ruined.  The  con- 
ditions became  so  acute  that  the  school  property,  its 
books  and  utensils  were  safe  only  when  left  under  lock 
and  key.  After  careful  consideration  and  consulta- 
tion with  the  Selectmen,  we  offered  a  reward  for  evi- 
dence which  would  lead  to  the  conviction  of  the  in- 
truders, who  if  found  will  be  punished  to  the  extent  of 
the  law. 

During  the  coming  year  we  would  recommend  that 
the  Blake  and  Fort  Hill  schools  receive  special  atten- 
tion. New  hard  wood  floors  should  be  laid,  slate 
blackboards  installed  and  their  interiors  freshened  by 
paint  and  calcimine.  The  Levi  Hall  and  White  Rock 
school  buildings  should  be  painted,  the  material  having 
been  already  purchased  for  that  purpose. 

Your  committee  has  from  time  to  time  visited  the 
different  schools  and  inspected  the  work  being  done  by 
the  teachers  and  pupils.  We  are  gratified  with  results, 
and  are  pleased  to  observe  that,  under  the  careful  and 
conscientious  guidance  of  Mr.  Keyes,  our  schools  are 
constantly  improving  and  maintaining  that  degree  of 
excellence  which  has  so  long  characterized  our  town 
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and  often  recommended  it  to  those  seeking  a  home  of 
exceptional  educational  advantages. 

Last  fall  Mr.  Ralph  K.  Sawyer,  who  was  elected  at 

the  annual  town  meeting  as  a  member  of  your  board, 

was  obliged  to  resign  the  position  on  account   of  his 

health  and  his  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret. 
It  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  select  his  successor 
and  this  vacancy  is  left  to  be  filled  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  Gorham : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  annual 
report  of  the  schools  of  Gorham  for  the  year  ending 
February  10,  1916. 

CHANGES  IN  TEACHERS 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teaching 
force.  Miss  Bertha  H.  Bangs,  who  had  been  granted 
a  year's  leave  of  absence,  resumed  her  work  in  the 
High  School  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  During 
the  absence  of  Miss  Bangs  her  classes  were  taught  by 
Miss  Mildred  I.  Goudy,  a  graduate  of  Colby  College. 
Miss  Gail  Taggart,  who  taught  French  and  Histor}'  in 
this  school  last  year,  tendered  her  resignation  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  that  she  might  re- 
turn to  her  home  to  care  for  her  widowed  mother. 
This  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Mary  E. 
Collins  of  Newburyport,  Mass.  Miss  Collins  is  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University,  and  has  had  a  year's 
experience  teaching  in  the  high  school  of  her  home  city. 

Last  June  Miss  Katherine  C.  Aageson  was  granted 
a  year's  leave  of  absence  from  her  duties  in  the  village 
schools,  and  her  work  is  being  carried  on  by  Miss  Alice 
M.  Coffin,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Presque  Isle  Nor- 
mal School,  where  she  had  served  several  years  as 
critic  teacher. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Fox,  who  had  been  assistant  to  the 
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principal  ill  the  Frederick  Robie  School  for  three  years, 
Bent  to  us  her  resignat  ion  at  the  close  of  t  he  spring 
term. 

The  school  at  White  Rock  was  so  much  reduced  in 
numbers  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  that  one 
teacher  was  able  to  do  the  work.  Miss  Mabel  Doyle 
was  the  assistant  teacher  in  this  school  last  year. 

Miss  Alice  0.  Murch,  teacher  at  the  Blake  School, 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Blanche  C.  Brown  of  Portland. 

Miss  Sara  Louise  Libby,  who  taught  the  Wescott 
School  for  two  years,  resigned  her  position  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year,  and  Miss  Emmelyn  Y.  Huff  of 
Edgecomb,  Maine,  has  filled  this  vacancy. 

Miss  Carrie  H.  Russell  resigned  as  teacher  of  the 
Levi  Hall  School  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term,  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  Whipple  was  chosen  for  this  position.  Miss 
Whipple  is  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal  School,  and 
has  had  several  years'  experience  in  the  schools  of 
Massachusetts. 

THE  LONGFELLOW  SCHOOL 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  civic  interest 
that  is  being  taken  in  the  Longfellow  School,  with  the 
hope  that  other  school  communities  in  our  town  may 
feel  impelled  to  take  up  the  same  good  work.  I  speak 
particularly  of  what  is  being  done  by  the  Acadia  Club 
in  the  interest  of  this  school.  This  club  is  composed 
of  the  parents  and  friends  residing  in  this  district,  and 
they  have  already  accomplished  much.  Meetings  are 
held  from  time  to  time,  and  matters  of  interest  to  the 
school  are  discussed,  and  ways  and  means  provided  to 
improve  conditions.  These  meetings  are  often  held  in 
the  school  room,  when  the  pupils  furnish  a  part  of  the 
program. 
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Miss  Littlefield,  the  teacher,  has  done  much  to 
interest  the  parents  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
school,  and  they  have  responded  in  many  ways. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  present  by  invitation  of 
the  Club,  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  the  meeting  was  held 
in  the  school  room.  This  room,  tastefully  decorated 
with  evergreens,  was  filled  with  parents,  children,  and 
friends.  The  program  was  well  rendered  by  the 
pupils,  and  after  the  exercises  the  parents  remained  to 
enjoy  a  social  hour. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Charles  Cressey,  a 
former  resident  of  Gorham,  a  piano  has  been  presented 
that  is  being  used  daily  in  school  exercises. 

The  Club  has  furnished  lamps  sufficient  to  light 
the  room  well,  and  several  other  gifts  have  added  much 
to  the  equipment. 

The  hearty  cooperation  of  all  in  the  general  wel- 
fare of  this  school  means  much  for  its  future  pros- 
perity. 

THE  BABB  SCHOOL 

The  school  officials  of  Buxton  and  Scarboro  asked 
that  this  school  be  continued  for  the  year  1915-1916  as 
a  union  school.  After  giving  the  matter  careful  con- 
sideration, the  School  Board  decided  to  grant  this 
request. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  is  twelve.  Bux- 
ton has  six,  Scarboro  four,  and  Gorham  two. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  this  school  is  appor- 
tioned to  the  three  towns  interested  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  pupils  attending  from  each. 

Miss  Blanche  G.  Libby,  who  had  charge  of  this 
school  last  year,  is  the  teacher. 
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THE  WHITE  ROCK  SCHOOL 

The  White  Rock  School  at  the  opening  of  the  full 
term  of  1914  numbered  forty-one  pupils,  too  many  for 
one  teacher  in  a  mixed  school  by  reason  of  the  great 
number  of  daily  recitations  and  Miss  Mabel  F.  Doyle 
was  hired  as  assistant  teacher. 

Before  the  end  of  the  school  year  many  children 
had  moved  away,  and  it  was  apparent  that  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  term  of  1915  the  number  of  pupils  would 
be  reduced  sufficiently  for  one  teacher  to  do  the  work 
again.  The  registration  for  the  last  fall  term  was 
twenty-seven. 

THE  FREDERICK  ROBIE  SCHOOL 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  this  school  at 
present  is  less  than  for  several  years.  When  school 
opened  in  September  the  enrollment  was  seventy-five. 

This  year  all  pupils,  doing  high  school  work  and 
residing  on  the  Gorham  side  of  the  river,  have  been 
furnished  transportation  to  the  Gorham  High  School, 
provision  having  been  made  for  this  at  the  last  annual 
town  meeting. 

Formerly  the  first  year's  work  in  high  school  was 
taken  in  the  Frederick  Robie,  if  pupils  desired  to  do  so. 
The  three  remaining  years  the  pupils  took  at  Gorham 
High  and  furnished  their  own  transportation. 

The  present  plan  reduced  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  Frederick  Robie,  and  the  number  of 
daily  recitations  as  well,  and  it  was  found  that  the  work 
for  the  present  year  could  be  done  well  by  three 
teachers.  Miss  Ella  F.  Johnson  as  principal,  Miss 
Maria  C.  Hamblen  and  Miss  Lydia  M.  Mosher  have  had 
charge  of  the  work  since  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year. 
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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Your  High  School  has  made  good  progress.  The 
registration  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  was  eighty- 
eight,  which  brings  the  enrollment  for  the  present  year 
well  up  to  the  largest  registration  recorded  for  this 
school. 

This  year  eleven  pupils  are  being  transported  at 
the  expense  of  the  town  from  South  Windham  village. 
We  believe  it  is  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  these  pupils 
to  take  all  of  their  high  school  course  in  the  Gorham 
High ;  and  as  long  as  the  work  in  the  Frederick  Robie 
School  can  be  done  by  three  teachers  instead  of  four, 
as  formerly,  the  plan  of  furnishing  free  transportation 
will  not  be  more  expensive  for  the  town.  The  Port- 
land Railroad  Company  has  furnished  school  tickets 
for  these  pupils  at  a  reduced  rate. 

I  believe  that  a  good  standard  of  scholarship  has 
been  maintained  in  the  High  School  throughout  the 
year. 

I  have  in  former  reports  remarked  on  the  good 
school  spirit  always  apparent  when  I  have  visited  this 
school,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  again  favorably  on 
this  feature. 

Pupils  and  teachers  have  worked  harmoniously 
and  the  results  are  gratifying. 

THE  VILLAGE  SCHOOLS 

These  schools  have  had  a  successful  year.  Al- 
though the  last  few  years  have  brought  many  changes 
in  the  corps  of  teachers,  yet  the  work  for  the  children 
has  in  no  way  suffered  by  reason  of  these  changes. 
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The  pupils  who  have  attended  these  schools  reg- 
ularly and  have  passed  the  required  tests  and  exami- 
nations from  grade  to  grade  are,  generally  speaking, 
able  to  do  the  work  in  the  High  School  very  creditably. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  superintendent  that  the 
year's  work  has  been  in  a  high  degree  successful.  The 
schools  have  made  good  progress,  and  the  work  as  a 
whole  has  been  satisfactory.  We  think  that  the  town 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  faithful  and  efficient  corps 
of  teachers  who  have  labored  so  earnestly  to  advance 
the  pupils  under  their  charge. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good  throughout 
the  year.  There  have  been  but  very  few  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  the  weather  conditions  have  been 
favorable  for  pupils  residing  at  some  distance  from  the 
school  house. 

Some  of  the  needs  of  these  schools,  that  I  have 
called  to  your  notice  in  former  reports,  should  receive 
attention  the  coming  year.  Better  lighting  of  the  main 
room  at  the  High  School,  and  a  new  science  building 
that  will  give  the  necessary  accommodations  for  lab- 
oratory work,  seem  almost  imperative.  Then,  too,  the 
area  of  the  school  grounds  at  Fort  Hill  and  Blake 
Schools  should  be  enlarged  so  as  to  give  the  pupils  room 
for  recreation.  In  some  of  the  school  rooms  new  slate 
blackboards  should  take  the  place  of  the  old  wooden 
and  plaster  boards  that  are  so  unsatisfactory.  New 
single  desks  should  replace  the  old  double  desks  now 
used  in  several  school  buildings. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  for  their  help- 
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fulness  in  the  work  of  administering  to  the  needs  of 
these  schools,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  aid  and  en- 
couragement accorded  by  the  citizens  of  the  town  in 
the  work  of  educating  the  boys  and  girls  for  the  great 
school  of  life.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
grant  and  raise  to  repair  Robie  Street  from  the  B.  &  M. 
R.  R.  track  to  Lncoln  Street,  agreeable  to  an  appli- 
cation. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  and  raise 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  finish  repairing  the  so-called 
Buxton  road  at  South  Gorham,  agreeable  to  an  appli- 
cation. 
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Art.  26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
grant  and  raise  for  operating  the  power  sprayer  in  ex- 
termination of  the  Brown  Tail  Moths  and  other  insects 
which  infest  the  trees  in  the  highways. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  and  raise 
the  sum  of  $120.00  to  pay  Hydrant  Rental  at  Little 
Falls  Village.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant 
Myra  L.  Cobb  the  right  to  erect  poles  and  maintain 
wires  on  the  public  roads  and  streets  of  the  town  of 
Gorham  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  electricity  for 
electric  light  and  power,  agreeable  to  an  application. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  an 
iron  fence  in  front  of  the  North  Gorham  Cemetery  con- 
forming with  other  cemetery  fences  in  town,  and  raise 
money  for  the  same,  agreeable  to  an  application.

Art.  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a 
gift  of  $200.00  from  the  Estate  of  Richard  H.  Jose,  the 
income  only  to  be  used,  and  that  for  the  perpetual  care 
of  his  family  burial  lot  in  Eastern  Cemetery  in  Gorham 
Village. 

Art.  44.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.
